All ot them 
testified to the worth of the project 
as a means of saving y oung pigs. 
Spring pigs begin to show the e f­ 
fects of internal 
parasites 
about 
June 1st, or soon 
a fte r 
weaning, 
and farm ers having 
trouble 
with 
parasites are advised to begin plan­ 
ning immediately for a field tor their 
1928 crop. 
The hog population in Rush coun­ 
ty is so dense that there is scarcely 
a farm er raising hogs who doesn’t 
suffer some loss from internal pa ra ­ 
sites, it is stated. 
Oftimes farm ers 
are heard to make the 
statement 
that “ hogs were not grown on this 
farm for a number of y ears prior 
to the time I moved here. The first 
3 y ears I lived here, I had excellent 
luck with my hogs. Since that time 
T have had the usual experiences of 
the hog grow er.’’

Shanghai April 7—<U.R)— Increased 
anti-foreign feeling in Shanghai was 
predicted by Soviet Consul General 
Linde today following a conference 


with Kuo Tai-Chi, Chinese foreign 


commissioner, on the 
police 
de­ 
partm ent’s action in placing a guard 


around tin* Soviet Consulate General. 
“ This affair is either tin* resull of 


light-headedness or is a 
deliberate 


attem pt to 
disrupt 
the 
peace,” 
Linde told the 1 nited Press. “ Nei- 
ther foreign commissioner Kuo nor 
my self can understand why a 
hand 
of white Russian Ruffians should he 


placed around a recognized consul­ 
ate. It is hound to cause 
further 


anti-foreign feeling. 
“ T have sought to bring peace and 


harmony among tin* 
representatives 
of the foreign powers here, hut this 


ends the possibility of my continuing 
such a policy . Today s action is 
the 


result of my peaceful attitud e .” 
Consuls of the foreign powers will 
meet Friday to consider the 
situa­ 
tion resulting from the action 
of 
Shanghai police. 
The consuls admit the police 
cd without asking advice 
consular officials, which, 
a rv in emergencies. 
The consulate has not y et 
been 
entered or searched for evidence oi 
propaganda or supposed 
collusion 
between the Soviets and the C anton­ 
ese. 
Linde refused to state whether «a 
raid would reveal incriminating ev­ 
idence relating to propaganda 
and 
anti-foreign activities. 
“ The word ‘incriminating’ is 
in­ 
definite,” he said, “ since 
consuls 
retain the right to codify 
certain 
messages wlpch they do not 
make 
public at any tim e.”

Does It Pay to Wash at H om e? 


W hether it pays to wash at home is a question which is puzzling many housewives. 
There are champions for each side of the question, and any figures that can be pub­ 
lished to substantiate either side of this argument will be read with considerable in­ 
terest by a great many women. 
' 
' 
Recently, there appeared in the Christian Science M onitor an article on this very sub­ 
ject, entitled, “Does It Pay To Wash At Home?” 
This article is reproduced below: 


There is one 
feature of 
housework which is 
seldom profitable 
under 
any 
conditions, though 
popularly supposed to be a real saving; it is home 
laundering. 
Many thousands of women are stand­ 
ing at the family washtubs every Monday, under 
the impression that they are saving money by do­ 
ing their own Washing; and many thousands more, 
even if they were saving money, ought to he,freed 
imp* what is a burlesque and trying occupation. 
But not only is the family washtub challenged, but 
its successor, the electric washing machine, is also 
challenged from an economic standpoint. 
Does it 
pay to wash at home? 
Some of the students in 
the household economic department of the Omaha 
University decided to make a test tor themselves. 


They visited a home.that consisted of five people— 
the parents and 
three small 
children—and they 
made all preparations to do the family wash, and 
actually did the wet wash part of it. 
The four 


g i r l s labored faithfully for three hours and accom­ 
plished a wash that was later sent to one of the 
prominent laundries in the city. 
The work was 
done by the girls with a $150 electric washing ma­ 
chine. 
Being students of economic’ costs, 
they 
were very careful to accumulate cost data, and this 
is what they made up in the way of wash: 


Detcriorization of machine .................. $.50 
Electric current 
.................................................10 
W ater from the city plant

Gas from the city plant 
..................... 15 


Soap, actual cost 
Washing powder

The laundry charged them $1 for the same wotk. 
They saved three cents by doing the washing at 
home. 
Other tests have been made by cost experts and 
students of home economies, the result of which 
are given here: A wash weighing 20 pounds can he 
done by a laundry tor $1. 
Employing a -laundress 
to do it ill the home would cost $1.95. 
By using 
an electric washing machine the expense is $1.04. 
These figures were obtained in Holyoke, Massa­ 
chusetts. 
Ot course, hand 
washing does mean 
economy in actual dollars and cents, but a higher 
home conscience is rapidly 
eliminating the 
old- 
fashioned washtub and board where this work has 
to he done by a wife and mother. 


During the past ten years tremendous improve­ 
ments have been made in machine laundries, and 
notwithstanding all that may be said to the con­ 


trary, the household linen, and even fine fabrics, arc 
safer in the hands of a modern laundry than they 
are in the home tub. 


From thef acts developed along this lineGt seems 
to he pretty clearly established that a wife and 
mother, or any woman who works in the home, 
may he better employed than working at a tub or 
supervising an electric washing machine.

As long as the Chinese women 


continue to be themselves. China

Charles K. Moser. head of the 


Far Eastern division of the De- 
partment of Commerce, who spent 
years as an American consul in 
China, doesn't see where ttaero 
will ,be any change to western 


dress In-'CIiina for the next 309 
years, despite tiie desperate at- 
tempts to go-getting business men 
to open up that market of somo 
200,000,000 womeu for the cloak 
and suit business. 


"In the treaty ports, some Chi- 


nese women wear foreign dress to 
foreign parties," he says, "but 
most of them keep to Chinese cos- 
tumes. 


"At home. aH Chinese women 


dress in Chinese- fashions. 


"The better class of Chinese 


women wear" trousers, but they 
also wear a loose gown over them. 
Everyone wears trousers in China 
and both sexes also wear gowns." 


There is, however, a market for 


cosmetics and foreign footwear, 
according to Moser. French and 
American cosmetics are sold in 
both Chinese and foreign shops. 


But although the anneal of for- 


eign brands is finding a wider and 
wider field, cosmetics are no inno- 
vation for the Chinese woman. Sha 
has always used rouge1, nail polish 
and pomade. She used vegetable 
oils on hair and face long before 
,'wc did. 
Foreign 
shoes are 
becoming 


more acceptable as the old habit 
of binding feminine feet dies out. 
This habit began to wear awar 
after the war. It ia impossible to 
say that the majority of Chines* 
women enjoy freedom of the feet, 
Moser points out. because it ia 
hard to check up on the tens ot 
millions of women in. the more re-; 
mote provinces. But the decay ot

There is one feature of housework which js 


seldom profitable under any 'conditions, though 
popularly supposed to be a real saving; it is home 
laundering. Many thousands of'women are stand- 
ing at the family washtubs every Monday, under 
"the impression that they are saving money by do- 
ing their own washing; aYid many thousands more, 
even if they- were saving moiiey, ought to be.freed

But not only is the family waslitub challenged, but 
'its successor, the electric washing machine, is also 
challenged from an economic standpoint. Does it 
pay to wash at home? 
Some of the students in 


the household economic department of the Omaha

the parents and three small 
children—and they 


riiadc all preparations to do the -family 'wash, and 
actually did the wet wash part of it.

students of home economics, the result of which 
are given, here: A wash weighing 20 pounds can be 
done by a laundry for $1.- Employing a- laundress 
to do it in the home would cost $1.95'. By using 
an electric washing machine the expense is $1.04. 
These figures were obtained in Holyoke, Massa- 
chusetts.
